Photographing Conv icts at Alton. 
It was y our correspondent's good fortune to 
v isit the prison on a recent date, while the 
prison artist was engaged in taking the pic­ 
tures of 152 new arriv al» —conv icts who had 
arriv ed during J uly and August—and of wit­ 
nessing the modus operand! of reproducing 
their “ mugs” on paper. 
Ev ery thing was in 
readiness at U:J50 a. m. The artist handed a 
list of names to a guard, and requested him 
to bring in a gang of thirty or forty new con­ 
v icts from the chair shop. The officer soon 
had the raw recruits in line, and inarched 
them across the y ard to the gallery , where 
they were seated on a bench along the wall 
in the outer room. Capt. Luke, the receiv ing 
officer, then took the list of names, and enter­ 
ing the operating room—where all was ready , 
the camera and chair in position—called out 
the name of the first man on the list and tho 
guard, picking out that man. hustled him in­ 
to the room. 
“ Sit right down here. What’s y er name? 
What's y er register number? See that little 
red star on the wall? Place y er ey es on that 
and don’t mov e till I tell y er—hold up that 
head a little.” 
IVhile this v olley wrs being fired into the 
ears of the trembling conv ict, the captain 
grabbed the man by the shoulders, squared 
him back in tho chair, y anked his head 
around in the direction of the star on the 
wall, chucked him under the chin to elev ate 
his head, and then, pulling around a wooden 
arm attached to the head rest, and containing 
a place in which to put aome pasteboard fig­ 
ures to represent the prison number of tho 
conv ict, pushed it up against the man’s chest 
so that the number would show in the result­ 
ing picture. All these manipulations were 
gone through with in a. moment’s time, and 
then came the ominous 4 click” of the instan­ 
taneous shutter on the camera—the ex posure 
was completed.

M a d rid , Sept 21.-A wild a n d v ery badly 
managed and equally unsuccessful attempt 
at insurrection was made here Sunday night 
by a few of the troops stationed at the Oil 
Bias barracks, but it created intense ex cite­ 
ment while it lasted, and the peoplo are y et 
v ery apprehensiv e and fearful of 
fu rther ou t­ 
breaks. 
The insu rgents did not nu mb er mom than 
300. b u t after a vain attempt to indu ce other 
troops to join them they divided into two 
parties, one marching to the Prado to en­ 
deavor to secu re reinforcements from the 
troops stationed there, and the other going 
right throu gh the < enter of the city, shou ting 
“ Long live the repu b lic!"1 and calling on the 
fwople to join them. 
The greatest constema- 
;ion prevailed at the theaters, which were 
fu ll of people, and for a time it requ ired the 
u tmost efforts of the cooler heads to prevent 
seriou s panics, and as it was the streets till« si 
rapidly with people stricken with terror with 
the exaggerated reports they heard of what 
was transpiring. 
Uj>on u rriving at the docks, and failing in 
an nth nipt to secu re the co-operation of the 
troops stationed there, the insu rgents opened 
fire, and for a short time a lively fu silade was 
k ep t u p, withou t doing mu ch d a m a ge , how- 
The resu lt of this attack wa n a repu lse,

nu mb er of civilians joined the reb els and (hir­ 
ing a b ru sh with the loyal forces, there were 
several casu alties. Gen. Vilarde and an ar­ 
tillery colonel b eing killed of the government 
troops and Cou nt Mirosol mortally wou nded. 
A train of government troops was started 
in pu rsu it of the fleeing insu rgents. 
Martial 
law was promptly proclaimed and the rel>els 
were hu nted with vigor all Su nday night, 
many b eing arrested.

Man 59 Tear» Old Who Didn't Kno w It

the Path o f Virtue. 


Po rtland, Ma, Sept 
2L—It ia no w 
tho ught that the defalcatio n o f W. E. Go uld 
will reach $145,000. The directo r» think the 
bank will no t lo ne $87 ,000. The ex citement 
o v er the affair, i» intensa 
Mr. Go uld ia 52 
y ear« o ld and has aged twenty y ear» within a 
week. 
Besides being cashier o f the P int 
Natio nal bank he is v ice president o f the Na­ 
tio nal Bankers’ asso ciatio n, also o f the Po rt­ 
land Trust co mpany and a trustee o f the 
Maine Sav ings bank. 
It to said that he be­ 
gan embezzling ten y ea n ago . Others declare 
that the first stealing was do ne in 1882. 
There has been much that to peculiar abo ut 
his business affairs. 
He first bo ught a v ery 
mo dest ho use o n Carle to n street fo r abo ut 
$3,500. 
Later he so ld it and purchased an 
estate in Deering fo r so me $17 ,000. 
This be 
sold and built his present residence at a co st 
o f $7 0,000. 
He has no t been asked to giv e a 
bond fo r many y ears. 
The discovery of the defalcation is said tc 
ha ve come abou t as follows: Abou t ten day s 
ago Gou ld went to New York. 
Du ring his 
al« ence a clerk discovered a seeming crook­ 
edness in his affairs. 
He informed an offi­ 
cial, who, in tu rn, notified the directors, and 
they su mmoned an expert 
The latter soon 
fou nd a $50,(XX) shortage. 
As Gou ld wa* 
absent and a large amou nt of the tank's col­ 
lateral was gone also, they su pposed he tin« ! 
skipped to Canada. 
Investigation showed 
that the missing cashier was in New York. 
Instead of secu ring his arrest, the directors 
sent a cau tiou sly -worded telegram su mmon­ 
ing him home to advise concerning the invest­ 
ment of fu nds. 
Mr. Gou ld seemed to haw 
no fear of the possibility of discovery , and 
promptly retu rned. Governor liobie met him 
» n Boston and accompanied him to this city 
to deprive him of the least opportu nity to es­ 
cape. 
After reaching home, and while the 
investigation 
was 
going 
on,.! 
the 
doomed cashier was kept in ignorance that he 
bail reached the end of his rope, and the 
knowledge which came to him gradu ally was 
a blinding su rprise. 
It was then too late to 
escape, and early last week the end came. 
The fallen man had at the last a desperate 
cou rage that su stained him. 
He ordered his 
carriage and gave to the driver tl» e order to 
‘‘go direct to the jail.” He had at that time 
formed the resolu tion of giving himself u p 
anti getting relief from su spense. 
The order 
was obey ed, bu t on the way he met a friend, 
to whom he told the terrible story of his fall. 
The gentleman said to him: “Bu t y ou can’t go 
to jail. 
No one has made the slightest charge 
against y ou .” Gou ld then drove abou t the 
city for a time and then said: “Drive to the 
bank.” A t the bank he was met by the 
directors, and at the su ggestion of one he 
went to the Falmou th hotel, took a room and 
was seen and consu lted with in regard to the 
disordered affairs of the bank. 
All the week 
the directors worked on the accou nts, as­ 
sisted by an expert, bu t instead of finding an 
improvement, affairs grew worse, and at last 
it was plain that close to $100,000 had been 
lost. 
Then the directors laid the case before 
Hon. W illiamS. Pu tnam, who told them that 
Gou ld mu st be arrested, and that a fu rther 
neglect on their part to secu re his arrest 
wou ld make them liable for the loss. 
Gou ld 
was then arrested and left a prisoner in his 
own hou se. 
Gen. Dow assisted at the investigation, and 
declared that he cou ld not have been » ore as­ 
tonished at the resu lt if the city of New' York 
had su nk ou t of sight: bu t he takes the trou ble 
like a philosopher. Monday morning he said: 
“ I never fret over what I can’t help.” The 
father of the cashier, Hon. Edward Gou ld, 
who is a very old man, seemed more affected 
by the trou ble than any one else. 
Gou ld will be held till the comptroller or­ 
ders proceedings against him. 
The bank 
officials have made no criminal charge against 
him. 
President Libby say s every dollar of 
the money was lost in Wall street* 
Gou ld 
and his wife have tu rned over all their prop­ 
erty to the bank. 
The Argu s hints that

THE STUDY OF ART. 


P.CTURE 
IN 
OF GIRL STUDENTS’ 
A PARIS ATELIER. 
LIFE 


What One of Their Nnmber Say * of Their 
Work —A Pleasant lilt of Student Life. 
Sunday Afternoon» —Not Unfemltiized. 


Better than any words of mino is what one 
of these girl students say s herself in some 
notes which I ask ed her to mak e for me in 
addition to the sk etches made by another girl 
at the same atelier. I give them just as they 
are: 
“For any girls coming to study art in Paris, 
to live as we do in a quiet hotel, Is far lietter 
and more economical than to board with a 
French family or ¡enaion, unless with a wish 
to master the language. Nothing can be 
more simple than our habits. We have one 
room, and we descend to table d’hote when 
we choose—not otherwise. We cook our own 
break fast over a spirit lamp at 8 a. m. and go 
straight to the atelier, w here we work till 
Then dejeuner at a cremerie and work again 
till 5 p.m. Returning to our hotel wo can 
dine if we lik e, but more often wo boil our 
k ettle, have tea and an egg, and spend the 
evening over a book . It sounds rather a 
monotonous life, y et we all And it very at­ 
tractive, and the week s slip by only too fast. 
“Even the regular morning walk is pleas­ 
ant At the hour the Quarter Latin is filled 
with street sellers wheeling their stalls about, 
housewives mark eting in their white caps 
and little children in black pinafores (not 
white ones) being tak en to school by their 
bonne or garcon. Streams of men, too, on 
their way to business, a newspaper in one 
hand and a roll in the other, imply that hard­ 
work ing Paris is wak ing up to its daily life. 
STUDY OF CHARACTER. 
“Our atelier gives us every opportunity for 
the study of character. In daily work to­ 
gether most people’s natures are clearly dis­ 
play ed. There is the elderly spinster, pre­ 
vented from study in her y outh, and alway s 
envy ing the y ounger students who have their 
life before them. Beside her is a patient 
artist who has been toiling for y ears without 
mak ing any visible progress, but who still 
hopes to succeed one day . Another, equally 
hardwork ing, with her whole soul in her 
work , scorns such a thing os outward ap­ 
pearance, and her dress, once aesthetic, look s 
lik e a worn out robe de chambre slowly 
melting into a bundle of rags. But a few 
who combine the love of fashion with the 
love of art comes hero in costumes more 
suited to the Champs JEly sees than our 
crowded studio, where they are in serious 
danger of rubbing against paleta, k nock ing 
down easels, etc. 
“Companionship is one of the pleasantest 
bits of student life. Our frugal tea parties, 
when the hostess boils the k ettle and sets the 
table, and we all sit round the Are and dis­ 
cuss the last exhibition, especially our own 
professor’s work therein, or the success of 
one of us in getting into tho salon, which is 
held as a universal triumph to all. Conver­ 
sation never flags, for some of us have lived 
at the ends of the earth, and can describe 
them well, and others are political spirits who 
belong to a debating society , and wish to re­ 
construct tlio world after their pattern, 
which the rest good-naturedly but resolutely 
disapprove. Then where to spend our Sun­ 
day afternoons is alway s an important con­ 
sideration. 
Nearly alway s we go out of 
town by road or rail, and after six day s 
spent in the atelier, its close atmosphere reek ­ 
ing with oil and turpentine, the smells, sights 
aad sounds of the country are o.uly too de­ 
lightful. 
INTERESTED IN WORK. 
“Such are our pleasures; but, after all, tho 
most interesting thing is our work . Every 
Monday we have tho excitement of posing the 
new model. We Ix’gin enthusiastically , but 
Tuesday , after the professor has criticised our 
drawings, our spirits usually sink a little. 
Low er still they get Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day ; by Friday , when tho second professor 
comes, 1 hey ore usually down at zero. Satur­ 
day iinds us in deepest despair, only comfort­ 
ed by the resolution to do better next week , 
and that day is generally devoted to water 
colors, or i>on and ink sk etches, or portraits 
of some picturesque fellow student, usually 
k ept as a souvenir when the time for leaving 
the atelier comes, and the girls who have been 
work ing together nil whiter go their several 
way s, to meet again—when and where, who 
k nows? Probably never.” 
But still they have done good work , pooi 
girls! and mingled it with a great deal of in- 
nocent enjoy ment 
And though Paris Is, 
most will agree, not a desirable place for a 
girl to study in alone, still necessity has 110 
Jaw, and in community is much safety . Then 
y oung students seem to go through the ordeal 
unscathed, and, so far as I could judge, with­ 
out being unfeminized. For they ore work - 
iugwomen, and, os they honestly say , have 
“no time” for any thing but work . It is idle­ 
ness which breeds the follies, or worse than 
follies, of many y oung people, teaching them 
to substitute flirtation for love, and the crav­ 
ing fear mere admiration instead of that self- 
devotedness which, however sad, is, at least, 
more noble than the selfish vanity of a con­ 
quering beauty . The busy life of a work ing- 
'woman may harden her a little, but it will 
never degrade or de te riora te - her. —Harper’s

A ride of 2M miles over a country t * - •- m- 
Ing nothing of f-pecial interest brings u- to the 
city of Chihuahua, capital of the state of the 
same name, a city of l?,(M)ink al ¡hints. The 
houses art* mostly built of adobe, gt nerally in 
one story , and the lour, straight streets, 
flank ed on either side by these low, whitish 
colored houses,%oon become monotonous to 
the ey e. The grand plaza, in the center of 
which a handsome fountain is situated, is the 
lounging place of the citizens of nil grades, 
and tm ir characteristic indolence is strongly 
impressed ujsm the stranger os he sees them 
suuning themselves by day and contemplat­ 
ing or gossiping at night, with tho ever pres­ 
ent eigmvtt*. 
The crowds as they saunter about in their 
native costumes present a scene pleasingly 
picturesque, the sombrero, the scrape and tho 
reboeo in varied colors rendering it a pretty 
sight. Her» * we w*e an aquadore with a largo 
jug of water on his back , suspended by a 
leather band about his forehead; in front of 
him hangs his smaller jug, sustained by a 
Rand passing around the back of his head. 
Again those of the wealthy class with their 
elegantly silver-trimmed sombreros, heavily 
braid« 1 short jack ets, tight fitting trousers, 
studded down the sides with buttons of silver. 
Mingling with the crowd are also the poorer 
classes with their gaudy serapes loosely 
thrown over their shoulders, and wearing 
huaraches (leather sandals, fastened with 
straps over the instep and across the ball of 
the foot), a close inspection often revealing 
the fact that tho blank et is the sole covering 
to the upper part of the Ixxly . 
The pretty señ ora, poorly clad, without 
even a sandal, is lounging at the fountain, 
her shabbiness concealed by the usual black 
shawl gracefully thrown over her head and 
shoulders, extending well down the body , 
showing hronaed feet and ank les, well mod­

The Chinese devils 
arc* usually accredited with being very smart, 
and good Judges of what constitutes a good 
sacrifice, and if they discover that mortals 
are not offering 
the first and best fruits oi ; 
the land, they are apt to net as tormenting r.s 
only devils can. 
Tho devils come upon tho earth from tho | 
first to the seventh day s o f every seventh { 
Chinese month. They are supposed to wear | 
the same k ind of clothing us is worn by living 
Chinamen, nnd they depend upon 
their I 
periodic visits to earth to get supplied with ! 
the proper outfit. Consequently this week , 
j 
besides the sacrifice of tho articles above 
mentioned, there will ho a general offering I 
up of a certain k ind of money which is vr - 
j 
posed to pass «os legal tender in tlie spiritual 
j 
world. This tak t* the form of paper rioh.’y i 
d« » corated with gold leaf and Chinese inscrip­ 
tion s, and is at>out five inches long and wide, j 
The clothing burned is also richly decorated 
j 
with many colors. These sacrifices are turn- j 
ally burned at night on the seven day s of tho ; 
devil's visit. 
The Chinese have other serious beliefs about 
the spiritual world. They think that as soon 
as a person dies he goes at once to the next 
world. 
There the immortals have laws, poli­ 
tics, marriages, etc., as well as mortals do on 
this c*artb. 
When man and wife die they ex­ 
pect to be united again hereafter, but when 
unmarricNl persons die their spirits wander 
about on earth until their parents have found 
a suitable com j » union for them in the upper 
world. 
If this is not d one, the dead person’s 
evil spirit enters into the heart of the mortal 
whom he loves, and torments it to death. 
The spiritual marriage among the Chinese i 
usually conduct« 1 by women. 
If a boy 
U 
dead, his mother look s around to find a gi { 
of about the same age wh<» can be Li- spirit­ 
ual mate. Only the fortune teller lias th 
right to appoint the day for the marriage. A 
priest performs the ceremony . Many pray ers 
are repeat« ! from morning until night, until 
the hour has come. Then the priest calls tho 
couple, who aiv represented on paper, by the 
names which they were k nown by before 
tleath, say s many pleasant words, and pro­ 
nounces them man and wife.—Pittsburg 
Commercial-Gazette.
